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Silk fibers are cut into short fibers having a length of about 1 to 10 cm, from which a nonwoven fabric is prepared by needle 
punching or water stream entanglement without using any binder. This nonwoven fabric has a satisfactory liquid absorbency 
and is so soft that it does not damage the internal tissues. It is therefore suitable for medical supplies such as surgical 
gauzes. Scoured silk fibers are used for surgical gauzes, while both scoured and unscoured silk fibers are used for sheet 
and so forth. 
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Silk fibers are cut into short fibers having a length of about 1 to 10 cm, from which a nonwoven fabric is prepared by needle 
punching or water stream entanglement without using any binder. This nonwoven fabric has a satisfactory liquid absorbency and is so soft 
that it does not damage the internal tissues. It is therefore suitable for medical supplies such as surgical gauzes. Scoured silk fibers are used 
for surgical gauzes, while both scoured and unscoured silk fibers are used for sheet and so forth. 
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
